JACK RABBITS TO 
BE IN COURSING 
EVENTS ARRIVE 


Two Hundred Dogs Will 
• Compete In Waterloo 
and Futurity Races. 


Twenty-four 
jack 
rabbits, 
fresh. 
from the plains of Kansas, 
arrived 
in Sedalia Saturday to take a lead-, 
ing part in the 
National 
Waterloo 
and Futurity greyhound races, to be 
held at the State Fair grounds from 
October 7-16 inclusive. 
Six hundred 
of 
these 
long 
legged 
dirt 
track 
racers, each wise, wild and last and 
each costing two dollars apiece have 
been contracted for by the National 
Coursing association for 
the races 
here. 
An unusual means of capturing the 
rabbits is used by parlies of 
men 
who make the capturing of rabits for 
sale 
to 
coursing 
associations 
a 
livelihood. 
Bands of riders, carry­ 
ing nets several hundred yards long 
ride for some distance spread out 
fan shape and with the assistance of 
dogs, drive all rabbits before them 
to pens concealed iii draw's, 
where 
they are captured. 
The rabbits, it is 
said are extremely wary and long 
chases are som etim es necessary to 
effect their capture. 
Trapping 
the 
animals is difficult. 
Greyhounds, 
the 
only 
practical 
com petitor of the jack 
rabbit 
in 
speed, are used 
in 
coursing. 
The 
hounds, while gifted with fair scent­ 
ing abilities seldom make use of it 
and are usually at sea when theiy 
prey manages to lose 
them 
for a 
moment. 
The greyhound can equal 
the speed of a race horse on level 
ground and in hilly country is far 
the superior to the horse. 
The greyhound show's a great de­ 
votion at all times to his master. 
This trait, combined with his abso­ 
lute silence made its use by poachers 
during the middle ages and later, iii 
Europe common. 
Its cunning and 
keen eyesight made it highly adapt­ 
able to the nocturnal 
work 
of its 
master. 
The dogs at that time, upon 
imprisonment of their masters, fre­ 
quently ran wild, which caused them 
in time to be chased with the hounds 
and killed as wild dogs and a men­ 
ace to game and Jive stock. 
Tw’O hundred dogs from all parts 
of the w'orld will 
compete iii 
the 
Waterloo and Futurity 
races here. 
All will be kenneled in the barns at 
the fair grounds, wiiere a number 
of them, Avith their owners are al­ 
ready located. 
The work on the runway in the in­ 
field of the race track is nearing 
completion. 
The shute consists of a 
fence 
of 
burlap about 
fifty yards 
wide and the fence 
at the 
grand­ 
stand to a corral where the rabbits 
escape from the dogs 
to 
captivity 
again by a small 
opening, 
about 
three hundred yards away. 
A clear 
view of the races from 
the grand­ 
stand may ho obtained. 
Cars will 
be required to park some 
distance 
from the fence.
